PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2.—A bitter 
controversy has arisen between the 
architect who designed a new -school 
building cn Rittner street and mem- 


bers of the school board over the 
spelling of the name of Poe. 

Over the entrance of the building 
In large letters is engraved the name 
of Poe, but the middle name is spelled 
“Allen” instead of “Allan.” 


Simon Gratz, a member of the 
Board of Education, and one of a com- 
mittee which selected the name for 
this school, insists that the correct 
spelling of Poe’s -middle name is 


the architect make a new engraving. 
The architect stoutly maintains thet 
“Allen” is corfect and refuses to 
change it. 

Gratz asserts that Poe's middle 
name was obtained from John Allan, 
a Richmond man who adopted Poe 
when 2 years old in 1811. The new 
school is a short distance from the 
little brick house where Poe wrote 
his famous “Gold, Bug” 70 years ago.

CLIENT WILL LOSE 


Fink of Belleville Stays at Home 
of Relative Until He Can 
Untangle Affairs.

MANY WOMEN HIS CLIENTS 


Fink Admits He Contemplates 
Bankruptcy; Total  Invest- 
ments Involve $1,000,000. 


Henry J. Fink, locally called “the 
a. P. Morgan of Belleville,” whose 
week’s absence from that city has 
caused apprehension among his hhun- 
dretis of clients and has led his at- 
torney to admit that he has suffered 
heavy financial reverses, was found 
at 1476 Stewart place,.St. Louis, by 
&@ Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
morning. 

He said he had been staying there, 
with his stepbrother, E. A. Bernius, 
a druggist of 5435 Easton avenue. He 
said he had determined to remain out 
of Belleville until his business affairs 
could be straightened out and that he 
was trying to avoid having to go to 
@ sanitarium. 

Says No Client Will Lose. 

He was very nervous as he talked. He 
said his business amounted to about 
$200,000 a year and that he had enough 
assets to cover all his ‘liabilities. None 
of his clients would lose ay Se, he 
said. 

Another disclosure of the day, which 
caused great surprise when it became 
known in Belleville, was that for years 
Fink has had a sweetheart whom he 
expects soon to marry. She is Miss 
Amelia Hild, formerly of Freeburg, IIL, 
but now living on Cook avenue in St. 
Louis. 


Fink has visited her frequently in his 
voluntary exile, and, says she is al- 
most prostrated by the news of his 
financial troubles. He has been paying 
her’ living expenses since she has been 
in St. Louis, but he said the expendi- 
tures for this purpose are not more 
than. $15 or $20 a week. 


“I came to St. Louis a week ago yes- 
terday,’’ Find said, ‘“‘to look after some 
business matters. -I was in bad condi- 
tion from .overwork and was nervour. 
I decided if I wanted to escape a sani- 
tarium I would have to slacken the 
pressure a few days. 


“Tuesday morning I telephoned to 
my partner, William M. Hoppe, that 
I was unable to straighten out my 
affairs and would not be back for 
several days. Then I called up my 
attorney, R. W. Ropiequet, and told 
him to make a list of my assets and 
liabilities. 

“I went then to the Beers Hotel, 
where I registered as George Drew of 
Chicago. I stayed there several days 
and then came out here. Yesterday I 
had started to the Colonial Hotel on 
Grand avenue to get quarters, when I 
happened to pick up a copy of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

“T read its account of what was hap- 
pening at Belleville. When I saw it de- 
scribed me, I changed my mind about 
going to the Colonial, because I feared 
then everybody would recognize me. 

Total Investments $1,000,000. 

“My total investments,” Fink con- 
tinued, “trusteeships and all, will run 
somewhere around $1,000,000. 
naked trusteeships are simply a 
means of avoiding taxation. A small 
business man has $2000 or $3000 he 
wishes to invest without anybody 
knowing about it. He creates a trus- 
teeship. His investment is safe be- 
cause there can be no transfer of 
property: without his written con- 
sent. 

“I have about $50,000 In cash tied up 
in Texas land. In this movement I ani 
part of a syndicate which -has invested 
about $600,000. I have $10,000 more in 
cash tied up in an office building in 
Belleville and $8000 tied up in the 
Lyric theater there. I-have $100,000 tied 
up in Arkansas lakd, of which $40,000 
is “in cash and the ‘est ‘collateral. i 
have. $5000 in cash in the Murphy build- 
ing in East St. Louis and have $50,000 


more tied up in odds and ends of real! 


estate. 


“I have a trading margin of about 
$20,000 in Belleville banks, but have 
only about $1000 in cash. My liabili- 
ties, I think, will not run over $100,- 
000, to cover which I have fully $150,- 
000 of assets. 

“I don’t mind saying thet I am se- 
riously considering bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings. That, however, has not been 
decided yet. I have used up my ready 

oney as fast as it came in and it 
was this shortage of immediate funds 


that has caused all my troubles. 
SI only brought about $12 in cash 


with me when I came to St. Louis. I 
have been staying ever since with 
friends, and my brother here, except 
for the time I was at the Beers. Sur.- 
day night I met Mr. Ropiequet and a 
business friend at the Jefferson Hotel. 
“If my present whereabouts become 
public, I shall be compelled to go away 
somewhere, I am fighting to ward off 
a complete nervous .breakdown, and I 
can’t do that if I am to be besieged by 
all my creditors. My creditors will get 
every cent coming to them and need 
not worry about me, I have a number 
of friends to whom I can. go and whe 
will keep my whereabouts secret.” 
Both Bernius, at the drug stere, and 
Mrs. Bernius, at the home, denied at 
first that Fink was with them. As the 
wife wag saying hé was not at her 


house, Fink came out of a room and 


told the reporter, “I guess I’m the man 
you want."

Alleged Keeper of Game Says It 
Only Was Retainer for ‘‘Pot” 
and Not for “Kitty.” 


MEN .ARE FOUND PLAYING 
Detectives Walk Past “Lookout”? 
Into Unlocked Room at 
the Wellington. 


On. the question whether or not a 
tin cup is a “‘kitty’’ will hinge the prose. 
cution of 10 men afrested in a raid on a 
poker game on the third floor of the 
Wellington Hotel, 715 Pine street, Mon- 
day night. 

Olin Renfrow ,accused of being nro- 
prietor of the game, says the tin cup 


but the police cannot understand how 
a large pot could be placed in a small 
tin cup. They think a “rake-off’’ 
would fit more snugly in the tin cup 
which they captured and are holding 
as evidence. 

Detectives Seize “Lookout.” 

More or less remarkable detective 
work was done in making the raid. 
Someone called up Police Headquart- 
ers at $8 p, m. and said a poker game 
was being played on the third floor 
of the Wellington Hotel. With this 
meager information Special Police- 
mén Ising and Tyndall, with un- 
erring precision, went to the hotel 
and rode'in an elevator to the third 
door. 

At the énd of a corridor they saw 
@ man standing outside a door lead- 
ing into room 403. Their long train- 
ing as detectives led them to deduce 
that he was a “lookout.” They grab- 
bed him. , 

Finding the door of room 4037 un- 
locked, they walked in. At a round 
table in an adjoining room 10 men 
were seated. Each held cards and 
there were chips on the table. In the 
middle of the table was a tin cup 
with chips in it. 

The players jumped up in alarm, but 
the detectives told them they were under 
arrest and might as well keep cool. 
One man, about 66 years old, asked per- 
mission to go to the hotel washroom. 
He was put on his honor to return and 
be arrested with the others, but he 
never came hack. 

$300 Found on Renfrow. 

A man who afterwards said he was 
Olin Renfrow hurriedly locked a desk 
which stood in a corner of the room. He 
reopened it when the detectives threat- 
ened to have it taken to headquarters 
and opened with an ax. It contained 
decks of cards and poker chips. When 
Renfrow was searched, $300 in bills and 
small change was found in hig pockets.

WINDSOR, Vt., Sept. 2.—With Miss 
Eleanor, the President’s daughter, in 
one of the star parts, and her’ mother, 
Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, as patroness, a 
novel outdoor dramatic performance will 
be given on the evening of Sept. 12, at 
Meriden, a village near here. 

The play, especially written for the 
occasion by Percy Mackaye, “author of

BOAT, 200 ABOARD, 
STICKS TEN HOURS 
ON ALTON SANDBAR 


Calhoun,’ Freed by 
Government Steamer, Con- 
tinues Trip. 


The steamer Belle of Calhoun, bound 
for St. Louis with 200 persons anda big 
cargo of Calhoun County apples, stuck 


north of Alton at 1 a. m. Tuesday, and 
remained there until il a. m. At that 
hour the Government boat Control. suc- 
ceeded in pulling the Belle into deep 
water, and she resumed her journey 
south. 

The Belle draws six feet of water. She 
had an unusually large passenger list, 
and there was much scolding when the 
stateroom passengers, who expected to 
awake at the St. Louis levee, found 
themselves stranded in sight of Alton, 
the boat’s wheel working with futile 
fury. Seme of them wanted to be taken 
cff in lifeboats and carried to Alton, 
where they could take a trolley car for 
St. Louis, but this was not done, as the 
boat’s officers expected at any moment 
tc get off the bar. 

The low water above Alton has caused 
apprehension among river men for: 4 
week. The Belle of the Bends, an ex- 
cursion boat, which drawe nine feet of 
water, has abandoned trips up the river.

Engineer of Second Train, Said to Have Been 
Traveling 50 Miles an Hour, Was Unable to 
See Signal Until Abreast of It, Set His Brakes 
and Leaped—Two of Boy Camping Party 
of 65 Killed, While Rich Girl's Party Recenas

Failure to see a block signal, because 
of the fog, is given as the cause of the 
accident by A. B. Miller, engineer, who 
says that as soon as he. realized the 
Cahger he did all he could to stop the 
train. The brakés would not hold on 
‘the wet track and the train, running 
down grade, ploughed through two 
wooden Pullman cars, splintered them 
of the sleeping passengers, in their 
berths. 

The accident recalled the recent wreck 
on the New Haven at Stamford, Conn., 
when a second section train failed to 
take its brakes and overran a block, 
killing passengers of the first section. 

The Bar Harbor Limited was stopped 
in the block, but the last car of the 
long train was just on the edge of 
the block limit. The signals had cleared 
and the Express had got under slight 
headway when the White Mountain 
Express came along at a reported speed 
of 50 miles an hour. The engineer of 
the latter was unable to stop his loco- 
motive, and crashed completely through 
two of the sleepers on the Bar Harbor 
train and knocked the next sleeper over 
the embankment. 

The track on which: the wreck oc- 
curred is protected by the so-called 
“banjo signals,” a type which the 
Public Utilities Commission has ordered 
changed. The New Haven road had be- 
gun the reconstruction and the line 
from Hartford to Springfield had been 
already changed. 


Cars Are Demolished. 
The shock of the collision was so ter- 


rific that linen and- bed clothing from 
the berths in the sleepers was swept 
out of the broken windows and carried 
to the telegraph wires and poles near- 
by, where it still hung when the wreck- 
ing trains arrived. 

The collision occurred on a straight, 
slightly downgrade tre@ck. A mile be- 
low are the North Haven salt meadows 
which run to the tidal waters of the 
sound, over which at this season thick 
banks of fog roll up every morning. 

Railroad officials would make no 
statement as to the speed at which 
the White Mountain Express was 
running. It was said the engineer 
had his engine under usual control, 
but that the track was slippery and 
the grade such that it was difficult 
to hold a heavy train. 

Engineer Miller of the. White 
Mountain Express said on reaching 
this city: 

“The fog was so thick I didn't see 
the signal set against me until I 
was almost abreast of it. Then I 
dia all I could to stop the train. I 
set all the brakes and then jumped.”

YEAR'S U.S, TRADE 
WITH JAPAN WAS 
LARGER THAN EVER 


Exports From This Country 
$57,741,845, and We Bought 
Goods Worth $91,500,000. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—In spite of 
the flurry with Japan over the prospect 
of the California alien land bill, the ex- 
ports to Japan in the fiscal year juat 
ended were larger than ever before and 
greater than those to all other countries 
of Asia. combined. The figures were 
given out todaly by the Bureau of For- 
eign and Dompstic Commerce. 

The statistids disclose the value of 
the exports to Japan was estimated at 
$57,741,815, while the value of American 
goods sent to all the other Asiatic cour- 
tries was more than $400,000 below that 
total. The total amount sold to Japan 
does not include American goods wor:h 
‘about $2,000,000 going into Korea and 
Japanese-leased territory in China. 


The bill with Japan is not one-sided; 


however, for the United States bougt:t 
of that country in the fiscal year goods 
to the amount of $91,500,000, which is a 
big increase over the amount purchasd 
in the previous year.

JOHN DREW AS A 
STAR IN MUCH ADO 


Reviyal Will Offer Some Nov- 
elty to His Admirers, but Not 
Much Satisfaction. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispaich. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—The polite cere- 
mony of lifting the curtain at the Em- 
pire, which annually falls to the share 
of John Drew, was once more punc- 
tilliougly performed last night. The 
fashionable flocked back again to the 
diversion of the stage and thé audience 
assumed that Metropolitan air, which"is 
never absent from a new adventure by 
the conspicuous of the Frohman stars. 
It was John Drew night at the Em- 
pire, but with a difference. That sar- 
torial interest which has come to be 
almost inseparable from his appearance 
in a new character, was absent, for 
Drew realized a long standing ambition 
to shine in a Shakspearian role. 

It was as Benedick that Drew intro- 
duced himself once more in the comedy 
of “Much Ado About Nething.’”’ Ani 
to lend prestige to his experiment in 
classic character, after a lapse of near: 
ly 2 years, no material precaution was 
left unobserved by his manager. Tho 
EXmpire’s stage was never more richly 
adorned, for no more charming pictorial 
production of the play could be con- 
-ceived. 


Revival Moves With Dignity. 
If less can be said in aver or the 


subtler elements of the revival, the 
reason lies in the limitations which 
the present training of the dramatic 
profession places upon the interpreta- 
tion of poetic drama. This revival of 
“Much Ado” moved with dignity. There 
was attached to it that distinction 
which is the stock in trade of the prac- 
ticed actor. But to say that it gener- 
ated the atmosphere of Elizabethan 
drama or that it reflected the poetry 
that abides. in Shakspereay Viney 
would be te attach qualities to nn re- 
vival that it did not possess. 
The. defect of the general representa: 
tion was that it missed the required 
mood. Its brilliancy of speech and 
action Was replaced by a monotone 
that robbed its poetry of sparkle and its 
character of grace. If Drew was a: 
ease in the character of the reluctan* 
lover, he surely was not at his best. 
He has not forgotten how to wear with 
grace the doublet and hose, but there 
was little inspiration in his scenes un- 
til before the altar he swore the vow 
to kill Claudio. Not until this scene 
was reached did the audience give more 
than polite recognition to his acting. 
Lacks Peetic Inspiration. 
Miss Laura Hope Crews’ embodiment 
of Beatrice lacked the poetic inspiration, 
which must be associated with Shaks- 
peare’s wilful, sharp-tongued heroine. It

SUPPLY, OPENED 


East St. Louis Stockyards Offers 
$200 Prizes in Each of 
Seven States. 


RANGES ARE DEPLETED 


New Farming Methods Respon- 
sible for Supply in U. S. of 
Only 36,000,000 Beeves. 


The high cost of living will receive a 


severe blow, -the price of a 75-cent sir- 


loin steak will drop to 50 cents, and the 
economic housewife will rejoice if the 
Hast St. Louis National Stockyards’ cat- 


tle contest brings the results anticipated 
by the members of the St. Louis Live- 
stock Exchange and the National Stock- 
yards under whose auspices the contest 
is held. 

The contest was promoted for the os- 
tensible purpose of encouraging farmers 
to breed a better class of cattle, and 
obtain more beef for the same amount 
of ground. Stockmen in Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Colorado, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Arkansas may enter their 
cattle in the contest. Stock will be 
judged by the carload, and $1500 has 
been appropriated by the Livestock Ex- 
change and National Stockyards as 
prizes. There will be three prizes, $100, 
$65 and $35 in each of the seven states. 
The contest was opened Monday, and 
will last until Sept. 26. 

Iowa Professor Judge. 

Prof. W. J. Kennedy, director of the 
agricultural extension department of the 
Iowa State College at Ames, Io., has 
been appointed judge. The cattle will 
be judged according to conformation to 
an accepted standard, quality, feeding 
capacity, normal growth and build, and 
uniformity in the cattle which compose 
the carload. 

In 1900 there were 50,500,000 head of beef 
cattle in the United States to a popula- 
tion of 76,000,000 persons, an average of 
two animals for every three persons. 
Today there are 36,000,000 head of beef 
cattle to a population of 96,000,000, or an 
average of one and one-eighth animals 
to every three persons. 

Prof. Kennedy says a survey of Cattle 
conditions in the West and Southwest 
reveals that the ranges are carrying less 
than one-half the number of cattle they 
carried 10 years ago. This is due to 
three main causes, he pointed out: (1) 
the introduction of irrigation, bringing 
about the division of the best land into 
small farms, leaving the inferior land 
for grazing purposes; (2) the introduc- 
tion of dry land farming in which the 
ground is cultivated one year and used 
for grazing the, next, and (3) sheep 
and horses are able to live on grazing 
lend inferior to that required by cattle. 

Would Grow Cattle in South. 

The real solution of the problem, ac- 
cording to Prof. Kennedy is the grow- 
ing of cattle in the corn belt states and 
Pin the southern states. 
The National Stockyards embrace an 
area of more than 640 acres, and have 
facilities for handling 20,000 cattle, 30,000 
hogs, 20,000 sheep and 5000 horses and 
mules every day. St. Louis alone con- 
sumes 1000 cattle, 2000 hogs and 700 
sheep every day in the year. The rest 
of the stock is shipped to all parts of 
the country, principally to the large 
cities of the East and South. 

More than one-half of the states in 
the union market their cattle in St. 
Louis and East St. Louis, but the 
greater part of the supply comes from 
Texas, Oklahoma, Missouri, Eastern 
Kansas, Southern Iowa, Southern Iili- 
nois, Arkansas, Mississippi and Tennes- 
see. 

The bulk of the hog supply comes 
from Missouri, Illinois and Southern 
Iowa. Sheep come principally from 
Colorado and Missouri. 

E. F. Bisbee, vice-president of the 
National Stockyards, was the originator 
of the cattle contest and was instru- 
mental in promoting its success.

Otto Schwarz, with whom Whitaker 
was picking the course for Heath in a 
rowboat, lost one of his oars when Whit- 
aker dove from the skiff. As a result 
he was unable to go to the dri wning 
phir’s rescue. Fortunately a moto boat 
happened to be in the vicinity. Heeding 
Schwarz’s cries to go to the men’s 
rescue, a circular life presérvér was 
thrown to the floundering pair and 
they were pulled aboard the launch.

WON’T EXTEND STREET 


W. W. Withnell Is Said to Have 
Objected to: Abandonment 
of Sermons.ir English. 


A “For Sale” sign in frent of the 
homestead of William W. Withnell\ 
3100.Meramec street, with’an under- 
line stating that the property !s “es- 
pecially fitted for a factory site,” has 
aroused protest in the quiet bebe pare 
neighborhood. 

It has also shown that Withnell is 
no longer friendly toward the Fran- 
ciscan order, to whom. his father 
donated the land, adjoining the home- 
Stead, on which the fine new St. 
Anthony’s Church now stands. St. 
Anthony’s is widely known as the 
“Monks’ Church.” 

Withnell’s home, an old-styie man- 
sion, is between the new’ church and 
the grounds of the Sacred Heart Con- 
vent. The new church is 300 feet 
east of the old church, which: still 
Stands at Meramec street and Comp- 
ton: avenue. 

The elder Withnell, in 1863, gave 
the Franciscans the larger part of 
the land which they now occupy, in- 
cluding that which was used, three 
years ago was the site of the new 
church. He was the’ chief financial 
supporter of St. Anthony’s, which 
was then a mixed parish, with ser- 
mons in both English and German. 
The parish has since become wholly 
a German one, - 

William W. Withnell’s friends say 
the abandonment of English sermons 
in the parish was, in part, the reason 
for his loss of interest in its affairs. 

No Rallroad for Factory. 
There is no railroad in the neighbor- 


. hood, and residents there say they do 
not see why it should be offered for 


factory purposes. The Manufacturers’ 
Railway (Busch line) has a franchise 
for a.track through that section, but it 
has not been -built. ; 
The extension of Michigan avenu- 


through Withnell’s property has been 


advocated by residents of the neighbor- 
hood, and has been . favored by the 
Franciscans, as it would put their new 
church on a corner. Withnell has fought 
this movement. 

The Rev. Father Odo Richardt, at the 
Franciscan Monastery Tuesday, said he 
had noticed the sign, but that there was 
no ill-feeling on the part of the Francis- 
cans toward Withnell. 

No Enmity, Says Priest. 

He said there was no likelihood that 
the order or St. Anthony’s Parish would 
buy the property, as it has no need 
of it. 

“The name of Withnell is venerated itn 
this parish,’’ he remarked, ‘“‘but we dre 
aware that the present bearer of that 
name does not feel toward this chure 
as his father did. Just why he should 
suggest that a factory be placed next 
to the church, 1 cannot understand.’

PERFORMANCE IN AEROPLANE

Frenchman Demonstrates to Army Officers F eat 
Was Not ‘an Accident—Has 
Perfect Success. 


By Ass»cilated Press. 

VERSAILLES, France, Sept. 2.—The 
thriliing maneuver of (lying upside down 
in an aeroplane flying at rapid spee’! 
Was repeated today by the French avta- 
tor Pegoud over the aerodrome at Buc, 
near here, with perfect success. 

Pegoud had said his performance at 
Juvisy yesterday was not the result of 
an accident, but was a proof of proper 
control and also of the stability of the 
aeroplane. 

He carried out the daring feat with 
apparent ease again today, in the pres- 
ence of officers of the French army fly- 
ing corps, about 100 military and civilian 
aviators and a large assemblage of the 
general public. 

A dense fog had settled over the 
district around Buc, this morning. 
which delayed Pegoud’s ascent three 
hours and a half. Then the sun cleared 
away the mist. 

Ascends 3000 Feet. 

Pegoud ran his aeroplane into the cen- 
ter of the ficld and indicated to a 
battery c/ moving picture operators ane 
newspaper photographers the part. cf 
the sky from which he would begin to 
fly with his head downward. He then 
took his seat at the motor and rose in 
a spiral to a height of 3000 feet. 

There he turned his aeroplane into a 
vertical position with its tail upwa;sd 
and drove down toward the earth like 
an arrow. When he had descended to 
an altitude of about 1500 feet, he began 
with, his machine to describe a vast let- 
ter “S.”” The wheels of the aeroplane 
were clearly visible in the middle of the 
“*S”’ sticking upward, while Pegoud could 
be seen hanging with his head down. 

The aviator sailed along in this posi- 
tion about 50 seconds. Then his craft, 
with a great sweeping curve, camic 
again into a horizontal position, thir 
time with the aviator’s head upwar2. 
The silence, which hitherto hac been 
disturbed only by the whirr of the mo- 
tor, was broken by a.tremendous cheer 
from the e¢rowd. Meanwhile Perou:l 
spiraled to the earth. He had been in 
the air only 10 minutes, 

Women Give Him Flowers, 

When Pegvud climbed from bis seat 
a number.of women presented him wits 
flowers,. While the aviators and military 
men crowded to shake ‘his’ hand. A 
number of liis admirers bore him shoul 
der high to the aeroplane shed, where 
Pegoud, using a box as a platform, 
told the crowd of his experiences. 

He declared that the motor was run- 
ning at only quarter speed whfle the 
aeroplane was upside down. He con- 
tinued: 

“The machine was completely un- 
der my control. I could have flown 
farther in the reversed position, but 
no object was to be attained by doing 
so. Besides, hanging downward for 
a long time brings the blood to the 
head and would cause inconvenience. 

“It is easily conceivable that some 
persons might immediately -. suffer 
from congestion, and thus lose con- 
trol of the apparatus. I, however, felt 
no such danger.” 

The greatest lesson learned from Pe- 
goud’s feat, according to experignceé 
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aviators who witnessed “&{, is that. nv 
matter what position an eeropiane (5 
thrown into while in the afy by squalls 
or accidegts to the machiner?,_an avi- 
ator, if he keeps his presence of, mind, 
should be able to right the machine and 
descend in safety. 

' Pegoud's feat, yesterday, experts de- 
clare, Was an epoch-making experiment 
‘towards the attainment of safety in the 
air. Pegoud caused his monoplane “to 
describe a gigantic letter S"’ in the sky, 
during which he was flying upside sown 
for about a quarter of a mile. 

The ‘strictest secrecy .was cebhbinbdal 
prior to the test, and only a few persons 
were present when Pegoud ascended. He 
mounted rapidly to a height estimated 
at more than 3000 feet, describing a 
curve; then the forward part of the 
machine wags observed to incline to- 
wards the earth. Through glasses spec- 
tators. saw the propeller siacken, and 
the monoplane incline until it was per- 
pendicular with the earth. _It seemed 
as if nothing could stop the: headlong 
plunge. 

Machine Drops Swiftly. 

As the machine aGropped swiftly, the 
tail dipped again towards: the earth. 
and. the pilot appeared head downward. 
Seconds, which seemed hours, passed. 
With an almost impercéptible curve tho 
machine shifted tts course to a straight 
line, the pilot in the same position. How 
long he remained upside down the anx- 
fous watchers could not determine, but 
it was long enough to cause them fo 
belleve he would never right himself. 

Presently the monoplane dipped again, 
and with a.graceful curve, assumed an 
erect position. Pegoud flew for a few 
minutes to and fro, and descended by 
a series of spirals. 

On landing Pegoud said: 
“Everything went splendidly. The le- 
vers answered the slightest touch.. I 
remaired for a long time head down- 
wards because I wanted to; nut because 
I couldn’t help it. The sensation is 
strange, but not unpleasant, and the 
machine did not pitch at all, 

“I went very slowly to avoid sub- 
jecting the machine to too violent 
strain, but had I wanted to I covid 
have righteg myself much:more: guick- 
ly. 

Demonstrates Plane’s Stability. 

Pegoud’s experiment was prompted by 
the theory recently expressed by Louts 
Bleriot that in’ the paramount prob- 
lem of attaining safety in the air, a‘l- 
tomatic self-righting devices and para- 
chutes are bestde the question that they 
are just as much at the mercy of a 
sudden violent gust as the ordinaiy 
airy craft. Bleriot’s theory pointed out 
that even birds are known to have been 
capsized by squalls; yet they were able 
by folding their wings to withdraw mos: 
of their surface from the action of 
the air. It was urged that an endeav- 
or should be made to construct aero- 
planes that could not be capsized. 

Pegoud undertook to demonsirate 
that the ordinary aeroplane, not fitted 
with any special device, was possesse:l 
of much greater stability than was gen- 
erally believed, and experts are of the

_ Syndicalism is an importation from Europe, 
where it has geown rapidly in strength within 
-recent years. Its object is to bind together all 

classes ahd forces of labor for one common 

" purpose—the contro! of industry by and for the’ 
» The organization is anarchistic in principles, 
trreconcilable in purpose and revolutionary in 
“method. 

It rejects political action and all legislative 
compromises. It believes in direct action by 
.-the wage earners to force employers to terms 
and ultimately, by harrying them and blocking 
_ industry through general strikes, to take pos- 
session of industrial plants and operate thee by 
‘voluntary co-operation. 

Theoretically syndicalism opposes violence 
but favors lawless methods, such as sabotagé in 
all its forms. Its aim is to compel co-operation 
by unfversal organization, universal strikes in 
which the workers expect, through harmonious 
action in leaving work, disabling machinery and 
interfering with capitalistic business the con- 
trol of all industry will fall into the hands of 
Jabor. 4 . 

This program is in sharp contrast with that 
of socialism and the socialistic labor party, 
Ww look to political action for social and in- 
E ipaet progress.. 

It is antagonistic to the specialized labor un- 

| ions with separate organizations, each one seek-

Most of the 
states have mediation and arbitration laws with 
boards to carry out their provisions.

At Seattle this brought about 
the episode of July 18, when a party of United 
States marines, angered at the utterances of a 
street speaker and taking their cue from a 
speech by Secretary of the Navy Daniels, wrecked 
18 news stand and destroyed the contents of the 
I. W. W. local headquarters, dragging the fur- 
niture and books into the street and making a 
bonfire of them. 

Signfficant of the intense feeling against the 
Industrial Workers, or Syndicalist theory and 
practice has been the unwillingness on the part 
of courts in the Far West to admit men to citi- 
zenship who advocate the “new unionism.”

this strike had greatly alarmed the public. The 
victory gained for the principle of arbitration 
gave new force and prestige to the Erdman act 
which, up to this time, had been little used 
since its passage by Congress. 

The act was again invoked, with success later 
in the year when-firemen of Eastern lines equal- 
ling the numbers of the engineers decided almost 
unanimously to strike. These two applications 
of the Erdman act suggested hampering limita- 
tions in its provisions, to which important 
amendments were made in time to enable the 
strengthened enactment to be further employed 
in harmonizing the: demands of 84,000 Eastern 
trainmen, whose case is still under consideration 
by a Federal board. ; 

The powers of the Missouri State Board of 
Mediation had been infrequently invoked until 
it intervened in the strike of 5000 miners, which 
had caused a suspension of operations in the 
Missouri lead belt. Through the direct efforts 
of the board the strike was happily ended after 
a brief duration with an agreement for arbi- 
tration through the board in future. 

As the labor year closed, proceedings begun at 
Chicago Aug. 25, under Judge W. L. Chambers 
for the arbitration of the claims of 50,000 Bur- 
lington traintmen for an advance in wages from 
12 to 20 per cent were still pending. Efforts 
looking to a comprémise of the strike of 15,000 
Calumet & Hecla and other copper miners were 
being made by the Michigan State authorities, 
who had previously sent home all except a small 
force of militia. 

At Detroit the strike voted by several thou- 
sand street car men waé also in process of set- 


sentatives of the two bodies and headed by a 
municipal Judge. 

The past year is distinctive in applications of 
the arbitration principle in advance of strikes 
or after strikes had continued but a short in- 
terval. It is computed that the principle has 
never been utilized before in the case of im- 
pending conflicts involving so great a number of 
workers. Arbitration has decidedly gained new 
ground and has been invested with a new mean- 
ing. 

The full influence of data which have become 
available through congressional investigations 
into conditions at Lawrence and in West Vir- 
ginia and the Mulhall exposures made under the 
auspices of the Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World cannot yet be measured with accuracy, 
That however they have contributed to a juster, 
more responsive and fair-minded attitude on the 
part both of the public and of those more inti- 
mately concerned in labor disputes may reason- 
ably be asserted. 


Progress in Labor Legislation. 
Perhaps the most striking gain made by: labor 
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priation bill with its rider exempting labor un- 
ions from prosecution under the Sherman anti- 
trust act, insofar as their associated actions 
are concerned with raising wages or shortening 
hours of labor. , 

Mothers’ pension laws nave been enacted in 
26 states and in eight other states Dills are 
pending or inquiries. by state commissions are 
at work. The central intent of these laws is to 
substitute monthly cash payments, to widowed 
or deserted mothers of minor children, equal to 
the payments heretofore made to institutions to 
which such children were sent, so that the 
mothers can keep their children at home and 
rear them under approximately normal condi- 
tions. The laws enacted in the several states 
vary widely in terms, and it is evident much 
revising will have to be done hereafter, but the 
general acceptance of the idea is one of the sig- 
nificant legislative phenomena of the period. 

In several state legislatures bills have been 
introduced further limiting the hours of work 
for women, and looking to the prohibition of 
night work by women in certain industries. 
Senator Kenyon brought this issue to national 
attention by introducing into Congress a bill 
to establish the eight-hour workday for women 
in all the states by prohibiting interstate car- 
riers to transport products offered for shipment 
by mills or factories in which women work 
more than six days a week or more than eight 
hours daily. 

Minimum wage laws were passed in Utah, 
California, Oregon and Wisconsin; bills of this 
kind were’ introduced in several other states. 
These laws aim primarily to protect women and 
child workers. Florence Kelley, secretary of the Na- 
tional Consumers’’ League, discussing these laws, 
says: “They are alarmingly undemocratic. 
They fail to afford to American employes in un- 
derpaid industries those democratic safeguards 
which characterize English and Australian leg- 
isiation. In America the governor appoints the 
commission, the commission selects the Wage 
Board, the Wage Board determines the lowest 
wage and the women and girls take what they 
get. Wage earners are not permitted to elect 
representatives to’ the Wage Boards; they are, 
i, fact, not represented at all.” The Kansas 
Legislature killed a minimum wage Dill. 

Florida joined the states which have child 
labor Jegislation, with a fairly effective law. 
In 29 states during the past year bills further 
regulating child labor were considered; many 
amendments bettering such regulation in the 
interest of the minor workers were passed. The 
tendency in this legislation is te raise the ago 
limit especially for children in street trades and 
to look more closely after the welfare of minors 
iu shops, factories, stores, etc., who are over 
the age limit for such employment, 

In the field of workmen’s compensation legis- 
lation, a general awakening comparable to that 
on mothers’ pensions is noted. The first state 
law. of this kind, covering coal mining, was 
passed in Maryland in 1909, and was promptly 
killed by the courts. Montana followed in 1908 
with a similar act, for miners, and the courts 
of that State killed it. Thereafter, public senti- 
ment, spurred by the news of successful opera- 
tion of such legislation in European countries, 
becaine too strong to be ignored. Today 18 
American states have workmen’s compensation 
laws, like the mothers’ pension and minimum 
wage laws tentative and experimental in char- 
acter, far from satisfactory to their intended 
beneficiaries, but susceptible of improvement 
hereafter. In a score of other states similar 
legislation is pending, or state commissions are 
conducting inquiries preparatory for it. A dozen. 
states have begun inquiries into occupational 
diseases, with a view to including these under 
the workmen’s compensafion acts, which now 
cover only industrial accidents.
